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Legislature Holds 
Up Redistricting 
Possibility that Andover May 


Be Combined with Part 
of North Andover 


The redistricting by virtue of which 
Andover hoped to lose its present domin- 
ance by South Lawrence in the state legis- 
lature is being held up by the failure of the 
legislature to issue the order to the state’s 
county commissioners to go ahead with 
the rearranging of district lines, it was 
learned this week. Everything else is in 
readiness, the secretary of state having 
set the size of single-member districts at 
about 7700 voters and the county com- 
missioners being ready at a moment’s 
notice to go ahead with the new districts. 
Only the mandate from the General Court 
is necessary, and there is a possibility that 
this is being held up by fear of gerry- 
mandering in some of the counties. 

The redistricting should have been done 
last year according to the constitution, 
but there are no penalties for failure to 
comply with the terms of the article which 
prescribes a redistricting every ten years. 

There is a possibility that Essex county 
will lose two representatives under the 
new apportionment. 

For the first time under a new ruling a 
town may be divided, some precincts 
going into one district and some going 
into another. For a while it was felt that 
Andover might be coupled up with Mid- 
dleton, but with this new regulation there 
arises the possibility that Andover may 
be joined with a part of North Andover, 
allowing a better chance of proper repre- 
sentation for both communities, neither 
of which at present has a representative 
at Boston. Before the 1926 redistricting 
Andover and North Andover constituted 
a single-member district, with representa- 
tion being fairly well-divided between the 
two over the long period in which the 
towns were joined.

Middlesex Canal 
Subject of Talk 


The Middlesex canal, now a narrow 
ditch with stagnant water but once an 
engineering feat of real note, was the 
subject of an interesting illustrated talk 
given last night at the semi-annual meet- 
ing of the Andover Historical society by 
Morrison Merrill, president of the Wake- 
field Historical society. 

The purpose of the canal, plans for 
which were started in 1793, was to open 
up a continuous water route of eighty 
miles to Concord, N. H., from Boston. 
lhe canal extended from the Charlestown 
mill pond to the Merrimack river at what 
1s now Middlesex village, connecting with 
the Concord river at North Billerica. One 
of the most impressive structural features 
of the canal was the aqueduct which cros- 
sed the Shawsheen river at the Wilming- 
ton-Billerica line, portions of which are 
still standing. The two end abutments 
and the central pier were all stone laid up 
dry, Supporting an immense wooden 
trough 180 feet in length and of sufficient 
width and depth to permit the passage of 
the canal boats or log rafts. The canal was 
20 feet above the river at this crossing.

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for Whaling Duty 


Jimmie Craik, who used to live down 
on Essex street, who went through the 
grammar schools and Punchard, is going 
to be far, far away from Essex street in a 
very short time. For he’s no longer Jim- 
mie—now they call him Lieut. (j.g.) James 
D. Craik,—and he’s sailing shortly 
from New York for the Indian Ocean 
“whaling grounds” where he will super- 
vise for about six months the work of one 
of those “romantic, aromatic whaling 
vessels.” 

Jimmie—Lieut. or no Lieut. he’s still 
Jimmie in Andover—has won the honor 


Lieut. (j.g.) James D. Craik 


of being the first coast guardsman to be 
ordered to whaling duty under the terms 
of a treaty signed by the United States 
and a score of other nations in March, 
1932, as the result of a conference at 
Geneva. He was chosen from about 50 
applicationts because he was “intelligent, 
healthy and single.” Eventually all 
American whaling ships will have a 
coast guard officer aboard to see that the 
oil-producing mammals are killed only in 
accordance with the regulations drawn up 
as an outgrowth of that treaty. 

Jimmie will be supervising the work of 
the 8,000 ton ‘‘factory” vessel Frango 
and its four ‘“‘killer” boats, the personnel 
of which will be largely Norwegian. His 
first trouble will be in understanding what 
he hears, or in trying to hear something 
that he can understand. Other duties will 
involve making motion pictures and 
gathering data for the Coast Guard to use 
in getting out an illustrated pamphlet on 
the whaling industry. He will keep in 
touch with headquarters at Washington 
by radio.

Lester Hornby’s

At the Addison Gallery, Phillips Acad- 
emy, from April 21—May 16, a group of 
etchings, lithographs, drawings and water 
colors by Lester Hornby are being exhib- 
ited. Lester Hornby was already well- 
known as a young American draughts- 
man of promise before the war. He studied 
in Boston under Eric Pape, and made 
drawings of the picturesque aspects of 
Boston, Marblehead, and Gloucester; 
later he went to Paris, and while he con- 
tinued to draw the same type of subject, 
his technique became broader and freer; 
his etchings, at one time, commanded very 
high prices. In his own rather restricted 
field he shows some of the changes during 
his lifetime which have affected our ap- 
preciation of illustrative art. Now, a 
direct and personal observation, however 
sketchy, is more valued than careful 
renderings of conventional scenes in a 
conventional style.

At the Addison Gallery, Phillips Acad- 
emy, from April 21—May 16, a group of 
etchings, lithographs, drawings and water 
colors by Lester Hornby are being exhib- 
ited. Lester Hornby was already well- 
known as a young American draughts- 
man of promise before the war. He studied 
in Boston under Eric Pape, and made 
drawings of the picturesque aspects of 
Boston, Marblehead, and Gloucester; 
later he went to Paris, and while he con- 
tinued to draw the same type of subject, 
his technique became broader and freer; 
his etchings, at one time, commanded very 
high prices. In his own rather restricted 
field he shows some of the changes during 
his lifetime which have affected our ap- 
preciation of illustrative art. Now, a 
direct and personal observation, however 
sketchy, is more valued than careful 
renderings of conventional scenes in a 
conventional style. 


B In his earlier period, Hornby’s French 
landscapes are more pleasing; his Ameri- 
can sketches do not seem to have much 
life in them. One feels that he drew more 
happily in France, where the influence of 
Whistler and the great French etchers 
must have helped him to develop a more 
expressive and resourceful style. Rivers 
and streams seem to be his happiest in-

Trudi’s Ballet 


Wins Acclaim 


Trudi Schoop brought something new 
in the line of entertainment to Andover 
Tuesday night when she presented her 
comic ballet, ““The Blond Marie’’ before 
a near-capacity audience at George Wash- 
ington hall. Andover’s usually too un- 
appreciative spectators this time were 
lavish in their applause and lavish in their 
praise of the unusual form of ballet which 
the Swiss girl presented. 

The seemingly impossible combination 
of the grace of the ballet and the awk- 
wardness of near-slapstick situations pro- 
vided the chief feature of the strange 
form of pamtomime entertainment that 
Trudi has developed and perfected.

might miss any of the movements of any 
of the 20 members of the cast. The ordin- 
ary ballet contains no situations such as a 
card game, or a game of charades, or the 
spilling of tea on a guest’s gown, or a 
beauty parlor treatment, or newspaper- 
men reporting a murder. 

The most skillful exponent of the comic 
ballet art was of course Trudi herself. A 
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slight figure, not pretty, she was able to 
put into every scene everything that that 
scene should have, whether it be comedy, 
pathos, joy, or any of a hundred other 
feelings. She was ably supported by the 
other members of the cast, many of whom 
indulged at times in anatomical motions 
that did not look possible. The men of the 
cast were unlike most men dancers in that 
they did not pretend not to be comical. 

They used no scenery, no properties 
save a few chairs and a small platform. 
The costuming received considerable 
praise, as did the cast’s speed in changing 
costumes. The two men at the pianos, 
Lothar Perl and Trudi’s brother Paul, 
added much to the success of the perfor- 
mance.
